EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 
CFR 1.312.

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
reference has failed to disclosed or suggest a system for anchoring a suture to a bone 
comprising a suture anchor, an insertion tool having a straight body, a flexible insertion end 
flexibly insertable inside a bore of a suture anchor, especially a structure demarcating the 
insertion end from the body, a diameter of the insertion end being securely fitted within a bore of 
the suture anchor and the diameter of the demarcating structure being larger than the bore to 
limit movement of the insertion end through the bore as recited in the independent claim. 

Claims 21-26 are allowed.
